Ch.irlt's H. Br.v.iiit, of St, Piml, in a 
oomuiuiiication in the Fup^ilar tS< i^ncc 
MontMji/t offt^rs somn ooDsidt r.itipns to 
show that there was iio di!<i>iirity he- 
tweeu the nge.s uf the patriarchs and 
those meu of later time. He Baja that 
a very t>ligUt error in the trauslati'.ni ot 
the Hebrew uninb r.s has t<» the 
apparent dibiKuity, and ii.Hi ts uu the 
authority of G«Dei*iftVi, 8, that the age 
of the iHit<3Jiliivian was not to f.N<*(H<l 
120 years. Tlie pii-ssa^o rcada : "Ami 
.the Lord ^aid my ispirit shall not aiw.i.\s 
strive vrith man, for tliat he also Ih tl< ^h. 
yet hi» days BbaU be an hundred and

Mr. Bryant a^eribes the errors, the 
ages giv(Mi in the 1>iI>]h, to the ii-ipropor 
rendering of concrete numerals 1; y th<i 
trauslKtors.

LciMon Cnlfiiro In FInridn. 

Florida lenmns have not gent rally 
fonnd favor in Eastern markets, owing 
to their large, thick nkins nnd inferior 
flavor. A few individuals, Iuavc ver, 
whobelievi d the soil oi I'lorula adaj)ted 
for the onltme of that fruit as well as 
oranges, have been exv'j iii.eutijifr witii 
lemon seedlings imported from bicily 
and Messina, and planted them, it U 
claimed, with perfect buocesa. A writer 
from Lake Poinsett ^avs : 

"Tlie lemon produced La<l much 
of the Kiz<? of the old Florida fruit, but 
was thin-hkiiui( d, of bri;.'i,t o',M, n color, 
and juicy l>eyuud cMUii a-ison. They at 
onee took rank in market as the best 
lemons that were offered, and eonimanded 
a prohiiiiTn. Sales nre rejK>rtf'd for cer- 
tain Uiotitits ot last reason at $12.25 a 
box of 160 lemons. A pccniinr fact of 
lemon culture isthid the iniporle l lemon 
can not be raised in Fl< r'.da from the 
seed. Any seed will d(» for the stump, 
but to jirodiu e the ]) 1 1< ct fruit the 
stump mubt be biiddni f:oi;i the im- 
ported tre-.?. Tiie adviintai^es of lemons 
over oranges are that the trees bear 
soom r ; they bc^ar larc/er i rops, the 
fruit )i[H'niug eonlinually for eight 
nuraths, ii.stead of a few mouths as is the 
case with the orange. Another advan- 
tage is that the se!is<>n is lon^':er than the 
oiunge, and the opportunity for market- 
ing at good figares better. 

"Since the t'lilture of the lemon has 
become general the Floridians have 
learned the method of prepaiing the 
fruk for the n.arlcet. The evenness of 
Kize fio m^tubhi iu a box of foreign 
lemons is securoil by the use of a ring 
or * steer.' Oa the Mediterranean lemons 
are never left on the tree until they get 
their color. An iittendnnt gt'es to eaeh 
tree, passes a rmg over each lemon, and 
when it fit« the ring it is clipped and 
put in a packing lionse, where the bright 
yellow color is given them by subjecting 
them to fames of sulphur. A packing 
house of this sort has been established 
by a Mr. Beiin, at .Taeksenvillo. Ho 
buys the lemons ^hen green at about a 
cent and a half each, gives them the 
artificial coloring, and mUi ^ma lM * 
handsome advance.

At a iiH'('tin«^ of the Detiiooratio State 
Central Coiiuuitttv, held April 20, 1H81, at 
the Cialt House, iu Louisville, Ky., the 
fol low ing members were present, viz. : A. 
K. Richards, Chairman; J. M. Atherton, 
Ed. F. Madden, A. (i. Caruth, Lucius 
Desha, Jr., and W. M. Beckner. 

A letter from W. B. Machen, dated F«b. 
10, 1882, declining to serve aa a member 
of the committee, was read. W. J. Stone, 
of Lyon county, was selected to flU the 
vacancy thua created. 

A. £. Richards tendered his resii^nation, 
which wa8 accepted, and the Secretary, J. 
M. Wright, was made a niemher in his 
place and J. M. Atherton unuiiimuubly 
chosen Chairman . 

After tninHnction of otiier huaincfis, the 
following communication from T.J. Henry, 
the nominee of the late Democratic State 
Convention for the offue of Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals, w .is j<r«'.sented and read: 

Frankport, Ivy., April 14, 1882.— C^tr- 
inon State Central Committee — ^My Dear Sir: 
During the last two or three weeks charges 
affecting my character and conduct,emanat- 
inj! from the Republican organ in Louis- 
ville, have ))een assiduously circulated by 
tke press of the State. 

StartinK with a basis offset, which I do 
not deny, but deeply regret, and am hearti- 
ly ashamed of, tliese ciiarges liave been 
grossly magnified and exaggerated.

The i-onimiltee did not by its action \n ] 
making this investigation intend to assume 
the right or power to pass on the ([uestion 
of Capt. Henry's further candidacy as the 
nominecof the Deniocral ic party.

the facts and subnoit them to the intelli- 
gence, fairness and good sense o( the peo- 
ple of Kentucky.

witnesses to the affair, and feels that it 
may with propriety nxake public the nnan- 
imous conclusion of its members that the 
nominee of the party, who comes endorsed 
by his friends and neighbors as an honor- 
able man and QQaiMed for the posilioR, 
did not in anv way expose his person or 
use improper language within the hearing 
of a single lady.

much more so when cheerful company, 
free eieroiso, variety of cfaaracter, and 
constant cliaiigo of sc >iH^ nil tend to 
mark the day as a red-lett<'r oiio; and, to 
crown oil, coinos tne plennant Konnation 
of fooling d' sorvedly tired, with a night's 
rest well oarnt d. Should tho front \ni 
aufticioutly severe, a river is most inter- 
eating, being on a large scale and par- 
taking more of tlu^ cljaraf^b-r of a fair, 
which is the case, for instance, on the 
Maas, at Rotterdam. Tbis is vtry well 
fiietnred in some of tho old Dutch en- 
gravings; one pnrtionlarly p:ivo8 jin ad- 
mirable idea of the whole thing, show- 
ing -sledges; ioe-boat«, atalls, booths. 
Now, tho froeziug of llio ^laHs is most 
uncertain; while other watrr^ jiro fro/on 
hard, the Kntterdomorsstill remain land- 
bound. Tlio ]Mu)is run vi ry strongly, 
and thodifluMilty is fnr (h lii>t rontii)^ 
of ice to form. Wiieu a st wtre froit 
ealohea the etill water during the ni(<lit, 
then "once l)eei:in, soon dou-," and liic 
crews, who tarn tlioir b:r{liH nt ni;^'^)it, 
"wako up ia the morning to liud tliem- 
Mlves frozen in.

The most ouvions of all the institutions 
of Bombay is the hospital which the 
Hindoos have establiehod for animals. 
Within the inelosun; of several acres, 
locatetl in one of tln' (h ns- st quarters of 
the city, the sick and maimed of all do- 
mestic spedev are collected in sheds fmd 
stables for treatment or rest. Every niorn- 
iug early wwigons are sent throughout 
the city to gather the waifs and outcasts, 
that nothing with life may be deRtroyed, 
in viohition of the Vedie law. Birds, uu 
well as beasts, are aif jrdcd shelter, not 
ezolnding repulsive vnltnree and the 
Bcavenger crows. ])og8 in every stage 
of scurvy, full of lo.itlisome ;vs, l)iuked 
and howled in distracting clu riis us wo 
paeeod their crowded cagi s.

Those, 
with h»-lplo.-s, dt'S( rre<l kitt*>riH, that muft 
liot be drowned ; chickens nitli spoia 
bare of feathers; monkeys seratehing
